Japanese. You always 
feel that their game plots 
result not from in-depth 
planning sessions, but from 
nightmares induced by an 
overdose of bad sushi. 

Plotting, (and that must be 
one of the oddest titles for a 
computer game ever), is a 
coin-op conversion, and it’s all 
about blocks. A bit like Brea¬ 
kout, really, only with elements 
of Rubik’s Cube and Tetris in it. 
Oh, and a bit of Pacman, but 
only in the sense that the hero 
is a little yellow blob. 

Here's how it goes. The little 
yellow blob can move up and 
down on the left-hand side of 
the screen. On the right-hand 
side are piles of blocks, and a 
sloping roof again composed of 
blocks, the layout of which 
changes on each level. 

Blobby has a block in front of 
him, and the idea is to fire it at 
the pile of blocks, trying to hit 
one bearing the same design; a 
Taito symbol, cross, red circle 
or green square. 

If you hit a block of the cor¬ 
rect design, the next block 
along, whatever its symbol, flies 
through the air to land back in 
front of Blobby. But, you ask, 
what happens if you can't see a 
block of the right design? Well, 
you can try moving to the top of 
the screen and bouncing your 
block off the roof at 90 degrees; 
this allows you to hit blocks on 
the top of the pile. A flashing 
yellow arrow shows you the 
point you're aiming at, but 
doesn’t actually indicate 
whether it’s a worthwhile shot 
or not. 

If there’s a row of blocks of 
the same design, you can wipe 
out the whole lot in one go, earn¬ 
ing big points bonuses. The ulti¬ 
mate idea is to clear a certain 


number of blocks (not necessar¬ 
ily the whole amount) in the 
time allowed, which decreases 
for each subsequent screen. 

If you manage to completely 
miss a block of the correct de¬ 
sign, you’ll still get a block 
back, but instead of one of the 
normal patterns it will bear a ter¬ 
rifying lightning flash. This 
means that you’ve lost a life, 
but the lightning block can be 
used to hit any design. Your 
game will come to an end, 
though, if you put yourself in a 
position where no blocks of the 
current design are accessible; 
"Sorry, you have no current 
move" appears, and that’s your 
lot.

pill vaguely goalwards. The com¬ 
puter will tell you if you have 
made a foul, used an illegal 
player, gone off-side, scored a 
goal or whatever, and will give 
you a choice of a defensive or 
offensive move for your next go. 

It takes some time to get used 
to the tactics of Subbuteo (for 
instance, you sometimes have 
to manoeuvre a player into posi¬ 


tion behind the ball before you 
can contemplate taking a shot), 
but if you have played the orig¬ 
inal game this may come more 
naturally. If you’re used to more 
conventional footie sims Subbu¬ 
teo probably won’t drive you 
wild, but this is an excellent im¬ 
plementation of a classic 
"board game". 


A h, Subbuteo! Long sum¬ 
mer afternoons spent 
flicking wobbly little 
players around a cardboard foot¬ 
ball pitch, arguing with your 
little brother and ending up 
throwing footballers at each 
other. 

No-one knows why it’s called 
Subbuteo (except Mrs Subbu¬ 
teo, presumably), but it’s one of 
the traditional English pastimes 
which have been knocked on 
the head a bit by computer 
games, so it’s nice to see Go¬ 
liath having a kick at reviving it. 

And a pretty good job they’ve 
done too. OK, there's absolutely 
no attempt made to create any il¬ 
lusion of 3-D; I suppose that 
would have made it too difficult 
to judge distances and angles, 
so the playing area is seen in a 
straight top-down view which re¬ 
duces the players and the ball 
to featureless little circles. 

The gameplay's the thing, 
though, and here Goliath do a 
good job of retaining the sub¬ 
tleties of the game. 

You can choose to play either 
a single game, or enter a league 
competition, naming teams as 
you require. There’s a wide 
range of control options, includ¬ 
ing all kinds of joysticks, defin¬ 
able keyboard and computer 
players; and you can choose 
the length of each half of the 
match from 1-45 minutes, select 
a playing formation from a list 
of three, and set the computer's 
playing skill at any of three le¬ 
vels. 

So to the match itself. The 
pitch fills most of the screen; at 
the top are the scorecards and 
the digital timer. No big sur¬ 
prises here; the main difference 
between Subbuteo and other 
football games is that here only 


one player can move at a time; 
you don't get any "intelligent" 
control of your other players by 
the computer. 

If you win the toss for kickoff 
or when it’s your go otherwise, 
by combining various joystick 
movements and button presses 
you have to scroll the screen to 
the position of the ball, select a 
player (not necessarily the one 
closest to the ball), move a 
small white cursor indicating 
the direction of kick, then set 
the power and spin using a slid¬ 
ing meter which appears at the 
side of the pitch. It’s all a bit fid¬ 
dly, but there’s no time press¬ 
ure on you because nothing’s 
happening while you dither (the 
computer, incidentally, seems 
to dither even longer). 

Once you kick, your plcyer 
flies off (hopefully in the direc¬ 
tion of the ball), scattering the 
opposition and punting the 
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US Gold have now taken to the skies with their very 
latest conversion of the CapCom arcade machine. 
And the graphics are more rad than a raddish on a 
surfboard. It’s also pretty ruddy topical as it’s based 
around a Middle East war theatre. In this case though 
it’s (un)civil war fueled by unscrupulous arms dealers 
who have developed sinister new weapons in a bid 
to widen the reign of terror and line their pockets from 
the wealth of misery that they fuel.
